WASHINGTON (UPI)—President John F. Ken- 
nedy greeted the returning Congress Monday with a re- 
newed plea for his long-term foreign aid program. 


He said it probably is the year’s 
most important leigslation—‘‘vital 
to our own security and the fight 
for peace.” 


Speaking in the White House 
rose garden, the President urged 
the public to support his plan, 
particularly the provision for ad- 
vance financing of foreign de- 
velopment loans. 


The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee Monday approved a 
few minor sections of the aid bill 
but postponed decisions on its 
major—and most controversial— 
parts. 


PANEL BACKS HIM 


The heaviest congressional fire 
has been directed at the long- 
range aspect of Kennedy’s plan. 
This would give the administration 
authority to commit aid money 
over the next five years, instead 
of on a year-by-year basis. 


In his speech, Kennedy an- 
swered this criticism by saying 
the current spending system is 
haphazard, and has_ involved 
waste. Flanking the President 
were members of the Citizens 
Committee for International De- 
velopment, which is backing Ken- 
nedy’s effort. 


RUSK SPEAKS 


Meanwhile, Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk told a press club 
luncheon the _ administration 
hopes Congress will have ap- 
proved all phases of the aid pro 
gram by some time in August. 


As members of Congress re- 
turned from their 10-day recess, 
they immediately became involved 
in the problems of Berlin, U.S. 
defenses and nuclear testing. 


Deputy Defense Secretary Ros- 
well L. Gilpatric disclosed before 
a Senate appropriations subcom- 
mittee that Kennedy has ordered 
a reappraisal of America’s mili- 
tary strength. 


Chairman Chet Holifield, D- 
Calif., announced that his Joint 
Atomic Energy Committee will 
hold public hearings this month 
on the detection of nuclear 
weapons tests. 


In another development, the 
Senate Agriculture Committee 
completed tentative approval on 
all but a few minor phases of the 
farm commodity section of Ken- 
nedy’s beleaguered farm bill. 


Chairman Allen J. Ellender, D- 
La., indicated that the agriculture 
panel hopes to finish action on the 
catch-all legislation before the 
week is out.

Since the first of the “freedom 
riders” began May 24, 227 whites 
and Negroes have been arrested 
on breach of the peace charges 
for trying to desegregate bus, 
train and air terminals in Jack- 
son, Mississippi's capital city. 


The suit attacked what it called 
unconstitutional state laws requir- 
ing segregation in railroad cars, 
buses, rest rooms, waiting rooms 
and other areas. And such laws, 
the suit said, subject Negroes to 
daily “‘public inconvenience, har- 
rassment, and embarrassment.” 


The Justice department’s 
“friend of the court” brief asked 
for an injunction to stop Missis- 
sippi from enforcing nine state 
laws calling for racial segrega- 
tion of travelers, and called such 
laws clearly unconstitutional. 


The department also asked that 
Mississippi authorities be stopped 
from invoking valid laws, such 
as breach-of-the-peace statutes, 


to enforce what the department 
called illegal segregation. 


The Mississippi attorney gen- 
eral’s office asked for the delay 
in Monday’s scheduled hearing 
because of the illness of Assistant 
Atty.

Khrushchev Asks 
‘Municl’ at Berlin 


The war of nerves over West Berlin 
becomes more tense. Premier Khrushchev 
over the weekend announced a renewed 
military buildup and cancellation of 
planned manpower cuts. He also staged 
a massive airpower display in Moscow. 
At the same time he issued a call to a 
“peace conference” on terms which would 
mean the surrender of West Europe to the 
Communists. 

His terms are for a permanent par- 
tition of Germany, a “free city” of West 
Berlin without Western protection, and a 
“security system” for Europe which would 
leave it without United States protection. 
Otherwise, Khrushchev says, he will con- 
clude a separate “peace treaty” with East 
Germany and turn Berlin’s lifelines over 
to the East German Communists. 

The latter already are threatening a 
new blockade and force to oust the West 
from the city. 

In face of these moves, the United 
States and NATO quickly have begun a 
review of their own military power. 
Washington released also a statement by 
Gen. Lauris Norstad, NATO commander, 
declaring that any military move against 
Berlin would be met with the might of 
the entire Western world. 

The West cannot afford a “Munich” at 
Berlin. It is Khrushchev who is talking of 
war and the West must make its prepara- 
rations accordingly. There can be no sur- 
render.

Is It Piecemeal Aid 
That Congress Wants? 


Doubters of foreign aid customarily 
complain, with ample evidence to back 
them up, that much aid has been wasted 
in the past because it has been doled out 
piecemeal with no clear plan or aim. 

President Kennedy therefore proposes 
to stop the piecemeal frittering stage by 
shunning short-term shots-in-the-arm 
and instead gearing the money to sus- 
tained projects. 

How did Congress react? Negatively. 
Kennedy’s call for a five-year program 
may not get off the ground. Why? 

Congressmen who have criticized the 
approach of the past as being piecemeal 
now resist Kennedy’s longer-term ap- 
proach as a grab for .backdoor spending 
power. 

They want Congress to keep the pow- 
er to appropriate the money year to 
year—instead of assuming the burden of 
sitting down this year and making a 
plan to cover five years. 

Why these congressmen do not trust 
their judgment to plan more than one 
year ahead escapes us. But there is a word 
to describe their approach, and many of 
them have used it against the White 
House in the past: 

Piecemeal.

South Korea Now Tests 
American Effectiveness 


Asia is watching South Korea as a test 
of American political effectiveness now. 

North Korea’s neat new pact with Rus- 
sia typified the efficiency of totalitarian- 
ism, which need not consult the people on 
their fate. 

And South Korea’s turbulent power 
struggle emphasizes the painful trials of 
democracy, which sacrifices brute effi- 
ciency in the name of freedom. 

In the name of freedom, though, 
tyrants can arise. South Korea is now be- 
ing run by an army general who just 
deposed another general. The people 
are not being consulted in democratic 
elections. If the democratic process is not 
shortly restored to South Korea, the Unit-

ed States must conclude that totalitarian- 


ism, whether of the right or the left, is a 
tyranny undeserving of our support, and 
alter it in a manner that will restore de- 
mocracy. 

The task is difficult for a democracy 
to perform; we cannot, like Russia, sim- 
ply order compliance. But Asia will judge 
the strength of our political and diplo- 
matic institutions by the coming perform- 
ance, and that strength must be demon- 
strated.

Change Best Obtained 
Through Use of Ballot 


As this week began, a wade-in was 
staged at Oak Park, Mich. A Freedom 
Ride was held at Dearborn, Mich. In 
Philadelphia, NAACP president Roy Wil- 
kins criticized Pres. Kennedy for not 
requesting new civil rights laws this year. 
Mississippi arrested its 200th Freedom 
Rider. Thirty-three Virginia Negro school 
teachers gave up their vacations and went 
to Prince Edward County to give remedial 
instruction to Negro children whose school 
was closed by the county—an unwise 
closing which has been publicly regretted, 
incidentally, by both candidates for Vir- 
ginia’s governorship in today’s election. 

Social change is part of America and 
it will be a long time before these pres- 
sures cease. They are to be expected and 
lived with, as a basic part of liberty. 

Bending back from the trees to ob- 
serve the forest is helpful, though. And 
Sunday’s NAACP report issued in New 
York turned attention back to the steadi- 
est, the most significant and the most or- 
derly process available to the Negro who 
seeks change—the vote. 

The report summarized various dem- 
onstrations such as wade-ins and sit-ins 
approvingly. Perhaps pointedly, it did 
not mention the Freedom Rides, which 
lack a clarity of aim or sense of limit 
common to the other demonstrations. 

But the NAACP did emphasize the 
gains in Negro voter registration and the 
effects of increased balloting. And this 
really is the main channel of progress in 
a democracy—calm, ordered, powerful 
and adjustable—the vote. More transi- 
tory activities may be magnified momen- 
tarily. But they are tributaries and are 
not to be mistaken by the Negro as an al-

Criminal Law Revision 


Is Urgent State Need 


Gov. Vandiver has appointed six mem- 
bers to the Criminal Law Study Commit- 
tee authorized by the General Assembly 
and these gentlemen have an opportunity 
to perform a great service for the state. 
House and Senate members to complete 
the committee will be named within a few 
days. 

Much of our criminal code and court 
procedures could stand improvement. 
Grand juries in Fulton and other counties 
frequently have noted the weaknesses 
and recently the Atlanta Citizens Crime 
Committee completed studies in which the 
obsolescence of some of our laws were 
pointed out in detail. 

Among the more pronounced weak- 
nesses.°as again pointed out in present- 
ments by the recent Fulton County Grand 
Jury, include those which permit defend- 
ants to make unsworn statements before 
trial juries and deny judges access to 
criminal records of those convicted before 
passing sentence. Certainly our capital 
punishment laws can stand study since 
Georgia has one of the highest rates of 
executions in the nation. 

Streamlining and _ simplifying the 
whole structure should improve law en- 
forcement and justice. That’s the chal- 
lenge before this committee and we trust 
they will meet it. 


Other Cities Do and So Should Atlanta 


Dr. Karl Menninger of Topeka, who has won 
national and international fame in the field of 
mental health, continues to show a deep inter- 


warehouse and to improve the state’s mental 
hospital system generally. 

Coming from such an authority as Dr. Men- 
ninger, the observations are meaningful. Gov. 


enough to carry forward a program that affects 
citizens in every county of Georgia. 

But back to the present. While the state 
has made tremendous progress in mental health 
work in the past year, Atlanta has virtually stood 
still. Malcolm Lockhart, executive director of 
the Atlanta Mental Health Association, recently 
told House and Senate committees that Atlanta 
is the only city of its size in the United States 
which does not have a bed for emergency pa- 


+ tients with mental illness. 
The nearest thing to having a policy along 


that line is that which allows a patient to be ad- 
mitted to Grady Hospital for a night before be- 
ing sent to the Milledgeville State Hospital. But 
this often does not work because the 18-bed short- 
term treatment facilities at Grady are always 
crowded. 

Augusta, Macon and Columbus have financed 
psychiatric beds in addition to those provided 
by state funds. Atlanta has not. Nor have any 
concrete plans been announced for doing so. The 
space is there but it is allowed to be wasted. 
Lack of funds is the excuse cited. 

To the shame of the Atlanta area, it has not 
moved forward on its own like Augusta, Macon 
and Columbus have in adding to facilities fur- 
nished by state funds.—BILL HARRELL, »

Improved roads will improve the impression Georgia makes. 
Keeping the new interstate routes clean of the old signboards is an- 
other part of it. 


Yet we are still debating the billboard ban instead of deciding 


to impose it, as we should. 


And while we hesitate and hold hearings in Washington and 
Atlanta, the billboards are already sprouting alongside Georgia’s In- 
terstate 75, violating the proposed sign-free zone of 600 feet. 


At Tifton. you already can find tire, gas, 


motel and auto 


dealer advertising snuggling up to the supposedly pure four-laner. 


Don’t blame the businessmen for their enterprise. 


Blame the state 


officials who are supposed to give them a yes or no on behalf of the 
people. And the people are entitled to present scenic Georgia to the 
visitor as she is, instead of offering any more of the grunt worm view. 


While serving the state and the majority of her people, the bill- 
board ban on superhighways is bound to hurt some—principally mote! 
operators—and they deserve sympathy. Big operators are already 
putting up new motels near the interstate exit ramps, within view of 


the superhighway traffic. Therefore, 


motel men in towns .off the 


new routes feel billboards are their only defense. But are they a de- 


fense”? 


Even if the state permitted a thicket of motel signboards— 
which would open the way for hand-painted Live Snake signs too— 
this could not shield the motels from the inevitable dislocation caused 
by the changed traffic flow. It would be a gesture only, assuring dam- 
age to the state’s appearance without assuring help to the business- 


men. 


Large, standardized signs are authorized at each interstate 
exit to present each town’s appeal to the tourist. Civic imagination 
can make these presentations as effective for the local businessmen 
as a route-long fence of messy billboards. The billboard ban ought 
to come, and soon. The sign painters are moving faster than Georgia 


public officials.

The White House under Presi- 
dent Kennedy monopolizes public 
interest and the interest of poli- 
ticians themselves. Even the Su- 
preme Court, far less august 
than it used to be ‘(and maybe 
less august than it ought to be), 
is a more “‘interesting’’ insti- 
tution than the capitol. 

What factors have sent Con- 
gress into these comparative si- 
lences and made it a sober, work- 
aday body, a little dull if by no 
means ineffective? 

In the first place, Mr. Kennedy 
himself is an ex-man of Congress. 
When he took office he set out 
to persuade but not to command 
his former colleagues on Capi- 
tol Hill. Inevitably, this working 
principle has offered little oppor- 
tunity for congressional tongues 
to be raised in partisan anger or 
institutional jealousy. 

Then, this is a Congress in 
which no party, no ideology, has 
a really free run. While the 
Democrats in the Senate are 
strong numerically, the party di- 
vision in the House is closer. 
The truth is that both chambers 
are controlled by a moderate- 
minded center made up of both 
parties. 


the controversy— 
and occasionally some unmissed nonsense, too— 
have gone from Congress. One of the striking 
facts of today is that this place, 
constant clamor, for good or evil, 


which used to be the home of a 
has now become the quietest part 


Again, and perhaps most im- 
portant of all, there is the fact 
that the brilliant and untitled 
boss of congresses, Lyndon B. 
Johnson, has now largely moved 
“downtown,” within the execu- 
tive branch, as vice president. 

Johnson as Senate Democratic 
leader was a great power center 
all in himself. 


His departure has ieft a cuiet 
new Senate leader, Sen. Mike 
Mansfield of Montana, who nei- 


ther wants nor could carry the 
one-man, strongman’s role of 
Lyndon Johnson. Several heads. 
and not one, now run the Senate. 
There is far more of committee 
system of leadership and far less 
of a command system. 

In the House, Speaker Sam 
Rayburn remains the undoubted 
captain. But he, too, leans much 
on others. Star time. in a word, 
has gone out of Congress. 

Team play is now the thing. 
This does the country no harm. 
but it does not fill the galleries. 
It is more fun to watch the big 
fellow put the ball out of the 
park and win the game all alone 
and all at once than to see many 
fellows eventually accomplish the 
same result altogether.

West, East Play 
Game of Chicken 


PARIS—The best time to halt trouble is 
before it starts but nobody yet involved in the 
gathering Berlin crisis seems ready to accept 


this evident logic. Both East and West give every sign of being con- 
vinced that if they respectively show signs of reason these will be 


interpreted as signs of weakness. 


The result is a game of 
‘“‘chicken” played with nuclear 
implications. *‘Chicken,” it may 
be recalled, is the perverse and 
juvenile sport of driving two- 
automobiles head-on at each 
other to see which driver 
flinches first. 

One can draw certain con- 
clusions from the attitudes of 
both sides. The West has com- 
pleted its notes to Moscow and 
is in the process of submitting 
them to NATO for approval. 
These express good will and a 
readiness to discuss all prob- 
lems except under threat of 
compulsion. 

But Nikita §S. Khrushchev, 
whose normal diplomatic meth- 
ods are too often compulsive, 
is caught in an odd bind him- 
self. In November, 1958, he an- 
nounced he would ‘sign a sep- 
arate East German peace if 
no new Berlin formula were 
arranged within six months. 
That was 32 months ago and 
he has made no irrevocable 
move. 

He therefore fears we don’t 
believe him when, as he told 
President John F. Kennedy in 
Vienna, he promises to move 
this year if we don’t accept a 


new arrangement. Ever since 
the Vienna meeting he has been 
rattling rockets to convince us. 

We, on the other hand, regard 
this technique as precisely the 
kind of threat under whose 
shadow we won't negotiate. Our 
experts argue that if we express 
too much willingness to talk, 
Moscow will construe this as 
yielding. 

The only way we feel we can 
impress him is by _ sternness. 
Military precautions will soon 
materialize and, next Septem- 
ber, diplomatic preparations 
will wind up with an Allied 
summit meeting. If Russia pro- 
ceeds with its plans for genuine 
crisis, we won’t reply to politi- 
cal moves by force. But we will 
institute. a blockade of the 
Soviet Union and its satellites to 
maximize their economic and 
agricultural difficulties. 

This approach by both sides 
inferentially assumes that no 
decision \can be reached until 
there is first a crisis, a crisis 
Khrushchev schedules for next 
autumn. The trouble is _ that 
both West and East, caught in 
self-fabricated quandaries, be- 
lieve that when crisis comes 
the opponent will yield.

John Williams of Delaware. in 
a recent and I’m afraid unnoticed speech in the Senate. clearly ex- 
posed the basic fallacy of the federal aiders’ position. 


In March, at the urging of the 
President, we had a bill under 
consideration to extend and ex- 
pand unemployment compensa- 
tion benefits. 

Secretary of Labor Goldberg 
headed the list of administration 
witnesses who told the Senate the 
states alone could not support the 
necessary increases in unemploy- 
ment compensation. This _prob- 
lem, they said, must be answered 
by all the people in all states. 

In June, these same disciples of 
federal aid are telling us the indi- 
vidual states cannot meet their 
responsibilities in regard to pub- 
lic schools. This problem is too 
large’ and must be borne by all 
the people of all the states. 

In March, massive unemploy- 
ment was confined to the indus- 
trial states—Pennsylvania, New 
York, Michigan, etc.—and the 
bill that Was passed in March was 
designed to take funds from states 
where unemployment was not a 
problem and deliver them to 
states where unemployment was 
a problem. The funds traveling 
through Washington will shrink 
by the usual bureaucratic brok- 
erage fee. 

Under the terms of this legis- 
lation, Pennsylvania receives 
$14.3 million more than it. will 
contribute. New York State will 
collect $50.1 million more than it 
contributes. Tennessee will con- 
tribute $7 million more than it re- 
ceives. Mississippt, Alabama, 
Arkansas, Oklahoma, Arizona 
and a host of other states all con- 
tribute more than they can pos- 
sibly receive in benefits. 


The big industrial states, under 
this legislation, are all on the re- 
ceiving end. But now in June, the 
situation is suddenly reversed. 
We are told that Tennessee, Mis- 
sissippi, Alabama, Florida, Loui- 
siana, Oklahoma and Arkansas 
are too poor to adequately sup 
port the school system. So the 
federal aiders propose that we 
take from the rich states—Penn- 
sylvania, New York, Michigan, 
Illinois, etc.—and distribute in 
the poor states. 

All the states that were regard- 
ed as rich states and able to con- 
tribute to the nation’s unemploy- 
ment problem in March are now 
poor states unable to underwrite 
their own educational systems. 

New York, for example, which 
receives $50.1 million more than 
it contributes under the unem- 
ployment compensation bill, will 
contribute $375 million more than 
it receives under the aid to edu- 
cation bill. 


The absurd inconsistency of the 
federal aitlers is clearly revealed. 
If New York can afford to con- 
tribute $75 million to aid other 
States in education, certainly it 
could have paid the $50 million 
necessary for unemployment 
compensation and been $325 mil- 
lion ahead. 

Who gains from this shuffle of 
funds through Washington? The 
bureaus and bureaucrats’ who 
thus become dispensers of. boun- 
ty. What is lost in addition,to the 
money soaked up by the Wash- 
ington brokerage fee? Individual 
freedom.

NEW YORK (WMS)—It’s up 
to women—the sex which still

They can accomplish this by 
teaching children to dare, said 
Mack Hanan, social psycholo- 
gist. He is a management con- 
sultant and author of ‘“The Paci- 
fiers,” an angry new book 
about America’s soft-soap self 
image. 

“By dare, I mean a combi- 
nation of initiative and cour- 
age,” he explained. **This 
doesn’t mean mere bravado but 
the courage to take risks for 
constructive ends.”’ 

NO VENTURESOMENESS 

Men are too caught up in the 
conformity of the modern indus- 
trial world to develop or trans- 
mit venturesomeness in thought 
and behavior, Mr. Hanan con- 
tinued. 


Women, on the other hand, are 
still allowed to be “‘different.”’ 
Society permits them to be 
emotional, intuitive, even friv- 
olous. They are permitted to 
try and fail, and above all, to 
change their minds. These fac- 
tors provide the mental exercise 
which can prevent “fatty 
mediocrity.” 


Since women retain the pri- 
mary responsibility for raising 
children, they are in a unique 
position to foster the germs of 
daring, he said. 

“Kids inherit a tremendous 
amount of information in too 
concrete a form. They get 
canned facts. They abdicate 
the right to question and arm 
alyze. Unless this is developed 
early, they also lose the excite- 
ment of intensive thinking. They 
accept the common pattern of 
looking for a way out of prob- 
lems, instead of seeking a way 
into them, he said. 


They grow up without the 
mental muscles to meet the chal- 
lenge of a fast-changing, com- 
plex world. 


CRITERION IS POPULARITY 


As mothers and teachers, wom- 
en can counteract some of the 
deteriorative forces in a culture 
where ‘‘the only criterion of 
quality is popularity. 


“I’m not advocating the foster- 
ing of eccentricity, but of inde- 
pendent thought,’’ he said. In 
a plant-dominated community, 
where peoplee of like incomes 
live in the same kind of houses 
and drive the same type of cars, 
a woman has to meet community 
standards and let her kids do 
the approved things for their age 
and status—so they won’t grow 


up to be “‘loners,”’ he conceded. 


But she can add dimensions to 
their lives. She can provide a 
range of experiments in expe- 
rience, which they can test for 
themselves. And she can do this 
by many small significant activ- 
ities, rather than by revolu- 
tionary ones, he advised. 


“Got your youngsters pen-pals 
from little-known countries. If 
they are studying French, for 
instance, don’t settle for a cor- 
respondent from France.

“I’ve seen so many footsore 
horses go down the road,” ex- 
plains the pretty young instruc- 
tor who grew up on horse 
back. ‘“‘We hope to change 
that.”’ 


The boys and girls learn com- 
plete grooming, feeding, even 
stall cleaning. 


“They learn to prepare the 
horse for competition and to 
cool him off afterward,”” she 
explains. 


They alos learn to recognize 
when the horse needs shoeing, 
teeth care and other veterinary 
services. 


HUNT CLUB 


They get their first training in 
fox hunting in the club as well. 
Twice a year they join the 
Shakerag Hounds Hunt Club in 
a full-fledged hunt. 


They learn cross-country rid- 
ing over rugged terrain, in prep- 
aration for hunting. And ‘“‘dress- 
age,”’ formal riding techniques, 
is also taught for stadium dem- 
onstration.

Keep in Trim 


Does Eating Smaller Meals 
Shrink a Dieter’s Stomach?

It is then that na- 
ture gives the satiety signal, 
but when this signal is repeat- 
edly ignored, over-eating be- 
comes habit. Through long 
training you then require more 
food before you feel satisfied.

“shrink.” Following an extended 
period on small meals, the par- 
ticipants in the study were un- 
able to eat anything like normal- 
sized meals, and the amount of 
food had to be increased very 
gradually. 


Successful dieters report a 
dramatic change in their food 
capacity. They all describe the 
empty feeling experienced at 
the start of a diet.

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Good Health 


Golden Rule 
Also Helps 
A Patient

Dear Dr. Molner: This is an 
unusual request but I hope you 
will agree it is important. 


My. mother had cancer and | 
was in bed for a number of | 
months. I guess we figured we 
were doing fairly well in our 
care of her, but now I see so. 
much we did wrong. Here’s a’ 
list of suggestions for those car- 
ing for a patient. It may help) 
someone. 


1. The Golden Rule. 


2. Never tell the patient bad | 
news. (To readers: I would! 
qualify this point.—Dr. M.) 


3. Change pictures, drapes or | 
the furniture around in some 
way. 


4. If patient wants company, | 
ask some people to come. Some 
seem to wait for an invitation. | 


5. If possible have a comfort- | 
able chair near a window. | 


6. If you’re not satisfied with | 
a doctor, remember a change | 
may help. All do not have the 
same ideas. 


7. If you want to close off a| 
room, a folding screen may do. | 


—Mrs. M. M. 


The above is a thoughtful let- | 


ter. Depending on circumstances 
and personalities, there are many 
other things that can be done. 


But the Golden Rule is of first | 


importance. 
A patient with a serious, 
chronic illness, looking at the 


same walls day after day, usual- 


ly welcomes a change around 
the room. But if the scene hap- 
pens to be one that is long fa- 
miliar, it may be better to leave | 
it alone and rely on a bouquet | 
of flowers, a different spread on 
the bed, and other small things | 
of that sort to give variety. A 
simple remark to the patient will 
give you the key: «““Would you 
like to have the bed moved so 
vou can see out the window bet- 
ter?”’ Things like that. 


As to “never tell the patient 
bad news,” that’s a matter of 
relative wisdom. My conviction | 
is that the patient should always | 
receive an honest and direct an- 
swer to a question, whether it is 
about the disease involved, or 
about some family matter. On' 
the other hand, don’t be a calam- 
tty howler. Don’t tell bad news 
Just for the sake of saying some- 
thing. 


In cancer, or other serious 
cases, a near relative always 
should know the whole truth. If 
the patient asks, point blank, 
give a straight answer. I know 
no substitute for the truth. Truth 
may be hard, but trust survives 
only on truth. If the patient does 
rot ask? Well, some of them 
guess the answer but prefer not 
to have it put in words. 


As for visitors, you're right. | 
Many people don’t know whether 
you want them to visit or stay | 
away. So tell them. If needed, | 
give them brief instruction such 
as “Don’t mention cancer” or 
“She knows all about it, so if she 
mentions it, just accept it as a 
fact."” A mention of how long to 
stay, if it makes a difference, 
is in order. 


And one thing more. Smoking. 
If the patient doesn’t mind smok- 


ing, leave one or two ashtrays | 


handy. If the patient doesn’t like 
smoking, don’t have an ashtray 
in sight. That’s a clear enough 
rint.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala.—The Los Angeles Dodgers 
made it official Monday in Birmingham that they will 
not operate an Atlanta franchise in the Southern As- 
sociation next season. The ultimatum delivered to 
directors by Atlanta president Leon Hamilton before 
the All-Star Game was almost as surprising as the 
news from Miami last week that Jimmy Hoffa had 
been reelected by the Teamsters.

Bavasi reiterated at Vero Beach 
last March that 1961 was positively 
the last season the Dodgers would 
field Atlanta as a Southern entry.

Be- 
fore this season opened, he wrote 
Southern President Hal Totten that the 
Dodgers were pulling up AA stakes at 
Atlanta after 1961.

The Southern is not going to collect any 
Dodger loot. Bavasi has made that pointedly clear. The Southern 
would receive reimbursement from a Triple-A draft, and that 
now appears to be the Atlanta blueprint.

“As every fisherman knows, it’s no trick to 
catch a bass off the bed, and about 99 out of 
every 100 guys who fish, would rather have that 
one fish today, than leave it there and insure 
much better fishing next year or the year after 
that.”’ 


Jack thinks that with the tremendously in- 
creasing number of anglers, we've either got to 
get back to the old-fashioned method of protecting 
those fish when they are on the beds, or go to 
the put-and-take system we now use on most of 
our public trout streams—where the fish are 
transferred from the hatchery to the streams one 
day and caught out the next. 


One of his questions I could not answer was 
this—“‘If the only way to make a lake productive 
is by catching out all the fish, why is the fishing 
always so good in a completely virgin lake that’s 
never had a hook in it?”

Soar to 325 Million 


NEW YORK # — The Ameri- 
an Telephone and Telegraph Co. 
Monday reported a rise in net 
profit for the three months ended 
May 31. The report accompanied 
quarterly dividend checks paid at 
the increased rate of 90 cents a 
share. 


The rate had been 82% cents a 
share for two years. The boost is 
only the second by the utility 
since 1921. 


SHARES INCREASE 


The vast Bell System cleared 
$325,999,000, equal to $1.37 a share 
on the parent company stock. This 
compared with $311,848,000, or 
$1.41 a share in the three months 
ended May 31, 1960. The lower 
per-share earnings were due to 
the growth in number of shares 
outstanding during the year. Dur- 
ing the latest period, an average 
of 231,346,000 shares were out- 
standing compared with 215,110,- 
000 in the year earlier period. 


The increased dividend went to 
1.994.342 shareowners of record 
June 9 — the largest stockholder 
family by far. The company ex- 
pects the total to cross the two- 
million mark this month. 


EXPENSES CLIMB 


The latest profit compared with 
$313,299,000, equal to $1.36 a share, 
cleared in the previous quarter, 
which is usually the slowest of 
the year. 


The earnings statement showed 
that operating revenue for the 
most recent 12 months crossed the 
$2 billion level at $2,083,511,000, 
compared with $1,971,317,000 in 
the year earlier period. Operat- 
ino expenses were up to $1,252,- 
119,000 from $1,182,590,000.
